sion h as boon announced at tho VV bite 
House, h aving been tendered to the 
president and accepted by him , accord­ 
ing to correspondence .lust m ade imb­ 
ue. 
It w ill take effect not later than 
March 4 
Mr. Shonts lins been f le e t ­ 
ed president of Hie Interborough-Met- 
ropoilian com pany, w hich controls the 
rapid transit and m any surface lines 
in N ew York. 
N o announcem ent w a s 
m ade 
as to who w ill succeed 
Mr. 
Shouts as chairm an 
of th e 
com m is­ 
sion. but it w as learned au th oritative­ 
ly that headquarters will be rem oved 
from W ash ington to the Isthm us, and 
that a high salaried chairm an to serve 
in that cap acity 
alone w ill 
not he 
named. 
T h is being adm itted it fo l­ 
lows that John F. S teven s, the e n g i­ 
neer In ch arge of construction, would 
not he m ade subordinate to another 
official on th e Isthm us. 
W ithout defi­ 
nite announcem ent, therefore. It is re­ 
tarded as a certainty that Mr. S te v ­ 
ens w ill he nam ed as chairm an of the 
com m ission in connection 
with his 
post as ch ief engineer. 
Mr. S h o n ts’ 
retirem ent 
w as 
not. 
w holly a surprise. 
It has been rumor- 
d p ersisten tly since .action w as taken 
upon the proposition to build the canal 
by contract that Mr. Shonts would re­ 
sign. 
Secretary Taft 
confirmed that 
rumor 
by saying 
that Mr. 
S h o n ts’ 
resignation w as voluntary, w hich fart 
is borne out by the p resid en t’s letter 
in accep ting it. 


Presence Not Absolutely Essential. 


Secretary Taft said that the organiz­ 
ing of the com m ission had been co m ­ 
pleted and that 
as Mr. S honts had 
been brought here to direct such or­ 
ganization. his continued p resence is 
not absolutely essential. 
It 
w as in­ 
ferred that 
it has been 
known for 
som e tim e that w hen the work of re­ 
organizing had been 
performed Mr. 
Shonts would resign. 
T he Ryan-Belm ont syndicate, w hich 
has now secured his services, sought 
them so m e tim e 
ago. 
B efore doing 
-rn, how ever, Paul Morton, former se c ­ 
retary of the navy and now president 
of the Equitable 
L ife Insurance so­ 
ciety, called on P resid en t R oosevelt 
and acquainted him 
with the inten­ 
tions 
of th e Interborough-M etropoli­ 
tan. 
It is said the president then ex ­ 
pressed regret at the thought of losing 
Mr. S h o n ts’ serv ices but agreed not to 
stand in the w ay if he should be e le c t­ 
ed president of the com pany. 
Mr. Shonts b ecam e chairm an of the 
canal com m ission April 3. 1905. com ­ 
ing from the presidency o f the Clover 
Leaf route, which post 
h e held for 
som e tim e after takin g up the canal 
work. 
T his connection, together with 
the fact, that Mr. S hon ts spent little 
tim e on the Isthm us, caused consider- 
rtblc dissatisfaction in the senate. T he 
two ob jections thus raised contributed 
to the failure 
of the 
senators last 
session to confirm the nom ination of 
canal com m ission ers and th ey have not 
lo n e so since. 
T h e failure of nom ina­ 
tions 
in th e 
senate, hotvever. 
had 
nothing to do with 
Mr. S h o n ts’ de­ 
cision to resign.

Strung Up by a Mob in the Governor’s 
Home Town. 


Jackson, Miss , Jan 24.— Information 
has been received here that H enry A. 
Bell, 
a negro, has 
been lynched 
at 
Greenwood, tho 
h o m e of 
Governor 
Vardaman. 
T h e negro assaulted Mrs. 
G raves som e m onths ago and had been 
in jail for sa fe k e e p in g . 
H e arrived 
at G reenwood at night In charge of a 
deputy sheriff and w h ile that official 
w as taking him to the jail he w as Bur 
rounded by a mob, w hich took the ne 
gro aw ay and banged him to a railroad 
bridge. 
The coroner’s Jury returned 
an open verdict. 


N in eteen of the 209 ta lesm e n w ho

Insanity as an Excuse for Crime. 


On in sanity as an ex cu se for crime, 
Mr. Jerom e explained to each ta le s­ 
m an that the law excused on ly those 
persons w h o w ere laboring under such 
a d efectiv e reason as not to know the 
nature or the quality of the act co m ­ 
m itted, or even to know that the act 
w as wrong. 
“That is the law ,” declared Mr. J e ­

your con clusion any im aginary form 
of in sanity you might have in mind or 
that might in' suggested to you, to the 
exclusion of the law as it will be laid 
down to you by the court?”

p rospective w itn esses for th e prosecu­ 
tion created som e com m ent. 


T h a w Appeared Interested. 


T h aw sat near his counsel. At tim es 
he se em ed to take a liv ely in terest in 
the proceedings, leaning w ell forward 
and holding his hand 
to his ear to 
catch ev e ry word. 
Again he would 
seem listle ss and his ey es, deep set 
and 
h aving 
som ething 
of 
a stare, 
roved about the courtroom. 
H is face 
w as 
pained, doubtless 
due to his 
seven 
m o n th s’ 
conflrem ent 
in the 
T om bs. 
T haw is very tall and thin 
Ju st behind the 
prisoner sat the

RESERVOIR AT GULL ECKE 


River and Harbor Bill Carries an Appro­ 


priation of $70,000 to Build Same 


For Navigation Purposes 


Among the items in the rivers and 
harbors appropriation lull reported by 
the committee is one for a reservoir at 
Hull lake. 
The Washington telegram 
says two objects are sought in the ap­ 
propriation of $70,000 for tho construc­ 
tion of reservoirs at (lull lake, just north 
of Brainerd. 
The first is to improve 
navigation on the Mississippi, and tho 
second to alleviate the conditions that 
result in floods at and in tho vicinity of 
Aitkin. 
Seventy-five thousand dollars 
is also made available for the rebuilding 
of the Sandy lake dam north of Aitkin. 
The plan of the low dam at (lull lako 
contemplates the storage of J,OOO,OOO,(XX) 
feet of water, and the 
capacity can be 
increased if there is a demand for it. 
In connection with the (lull lake and 
Sandy lake reserves it is said that they 
are to be constructed to conserve water 
in flood tirno. 
This water can be let out 
when the river is at low water stage and 
thus maintain a good average depth at 
all times of the year. 
Tho Willow river 
will bo diverted from tho Mississippi 
above Aitkin and made to ompty its 
waters into the (lull lako reservoir in 
order to prevent floods on tho low lands 
north of that place.

“Faust,” with

breath, horns or 
forkod tad, yet believes that the devil 
has personality and is not an illusion as 
some modern thinkers would have us 
believe. 
Dr. Riley said in part: 
“I want to give the dovil his due, to 
night. 
While not in tho same frame of 
mind as was one preacher who had 
been announced to preach on the devil, 
who commenced his sermon by saying 
he was full of his subject; yet from 
scripture, observation and tho direful 
results around and about us in tho 
form of characters blasted, hopes ruined* 
sou’s poisoned, hearts withered, I am 
fully 
persuaded that 
the devil is a 
living personality in our midst, seeking 
whom he may devour. 
One of the 
things that impresses me most, is the 
ingenuity which thinkers show in try­ 
ing to prove that the dovil is an il­ 
lusion and the reality of sin is not. 
Somo men tell us that the devil had his 
birth in the mind of a Dante, Milton or 
Shapespeare, but thousands of years 
before theso men swayed sceptres of 
thought, the devil was looked upon and 
believed in as a personality. 
Instead 
of him boing a mere figment of the im ­ 
agination, I am sure that he is a per­ 
sonality with a personal following, and 
he has his followers in Brainerd in as 
largo a number as in any city of its size 
I have ever labored in or ever expect to. 
“Y ou may call him by whatever namo 
you like, but do not call him an illusion, 
his personal following is too apparent 
for that. 
Again, if his satanic majesty 
is nothing but an illusion or an hallu­ 
cination of the human mind, it seems to 
me to bo a very simple thing to over­ 
throw it.” 


DEVIL IS CHOWING WORSE 


“I am of the opinion that be is grow­ 
ing worse, and likewise his followers. 
The drama of Job pictures him in dark 
colors, but he is a worse devil today 
than he was then. 
The scriptures give 
to him many names. 
Ho is spoken of 
as Lucifer, Apollyon, Belial, Beelzebub, 
lied Dragon, Satan, Prince of Darkness 
and Serpent, but all such names indi­ 
cate a living personality. 
He was a bad 
devil in Eden, is he not worse today as 
we trace his withering work in the 
lives of men and women? 
I believe that 
all men have had a face-to-face inter­ 
view with the devil. 
Every character 
is led up to the Eden of his time, and 
tried, tested, pierced, assaulted by a 
personal devil, and some men are foolish 
enough to bo tied to him and walk to 
and fro on earth doing his hellish work 
as his emissaries.”

“In the book of Job, the devil made 
this reply in answer to the question 
‘Whence comest thou?’ 
‘From going to 
and fro in the earth, and from walking 
up and down in.’ 
My hearers, 
look 
around you and ask yourself, ‘What is 
it that causes so much havoc and sin in 
the hearts and lives of men and women?’ 
Earth is the devil’s hunting ground, and 
he is forever shooting his brey darts in­ 
to the hearts of innocent men and wo­ 
men who trespass upon unholy ground. 
J ust as long as I see so much persoual 
devlishness in the lives of men and wo 
men, just so long shall I believe in his 
personality. 
The 
only way to prove 
that there is no devil is to get rid of tho 
devlishness. 
So many have fallen into 
his grip, so many victories have been 
his, that tho best way to live is to re­ 
nounce the devil and all his works.”
